Convicts in the Prison at 


Folson Marie a Break 


THREE DEAD, FOUR WILL DIE 


Keepers Seized by Their 


Charges But Outside 


Guards Hastened 


to Rescue. 


Folsom, Cal.. Dec. 30. — SeTen of 


nine convicts at the state prison made 
a break for liberty, and as a result 
three are dead and three are in a crit- 
ical condition 
from 
bullet wounds. 


Captain R J Murphy, a prison official, 
was wounded by a shot in the leg, and 
received two knife wounds. 


The convicts who engaged in the 


break were all employed at the rock 
crusher, where 325 of the most desper- 
ate prisoners were at work. Captain 
Murphy was acting as general oyef- 
seer about the rock crusher, and four 
other prison attaches, I. Daly, A. Ho- 
gan, 
Charles L. Taylor and Charles 


Jolly, were employed as "pushers" to 
keep the men at work. A large sledge- 
hammer was thrown Into the crusher, 
causing the 
ponderous machine fb 


come to a standstill. This attracted 
Captain Murphy, Charles Jolly and 
Taylor to the 
place immediately. 


Thereupon 
the 
desperate 
convtctk 


rushed to seize Murphy, Jolly and 
Taylor. They succeeded in catching 
the two first "named: The others en- 
deavored to take the other foremato, 
who escaped them 


During this time the scene of trou- 


ble was under cover and the guards 
on the outside could not see the strug- 
gling men, although they soon nad an 
intimation that something was wrong!. 
The eonvkX with their captives, 
made tlieir way toward a small post 
commanded by Guard W. H. Harris, 
who was armed with a rifle. Fire ot 
he gang surrounded Captain Murph'y 
and two of them had Jolly. The con-

Squaw Men Who Marry Sioux Maidens 


Escape Mothers-in-Law—Ranch- 


man Talks. 


Valentine, Neb., Dec. 30—From the 


Missouri to the Big Horn 4,500 squaw 
men testify that there is no wife like 
the Sioux woman, because there is no 
mother-in-law like the Sioux mother-in- 
law. 


A. J. Callandar, one of the squaw 


men and proprietor of a large ranch, 
declares that he would not trade the 
dusky woman, who presides over his 
household for any white woman he has 
ever seen. 


"It is one of th<? oddest customs of 


the Sioux Indians," he says, "that the 
son-in-law shall not look on the face of 
lis mother-in-law or communicate with 
her more than is absolutely necessary 


"In their own tribes, when in, case of 


llness or upon invitation, the mother- 
n-law visits the family of the son-in- 
aw, a partition is usually made in the 
hut, behind which the mother-in-law re- 
tires when her sonin-law enters the 
house. Here she sits silently and does 
nothing but remain behind the blanket 
until the man is gone. Since they havl? 
)ecome more civilized they have not 
changed their habits. The white man 
marrying an 
Indian, girl takes no 


chances of putting up with a grizzled 
old squaw. Men like myself, who have 
been smart enough to find a woman 
who can be married without marrying

RUSSIAN MEMBER 


Of the North Sea Commission Has 


Been Recalled But the Admiral 


Declines to Talk. 


fans, liecno.'— The memoerB ot 


the international commission on the 
North eea incident were surprised to 
hear that Admiral Kaznakoff, the Rus- 
sian member, had been recalled, as no 
intimation that a change was contem- 
plated had been communicated to the 
commission. The dispatch from St. 
Petersburg announcing the change 
was laid before Admiral Kaznakoff 
with a request for a statement. The 
admiral declined to discuss the mat- 
ter. 
The members of his suite also 


refused to discuss the subject. The 
retirement of Admiral Kaznakoff has 
caused much comment here. It Is con- 
jectured that it is due to renew 3d 
naval activity in Russia in connection 
with the possible dispatch of a third 
squadron to the far east, as Kaznakoff 
ranks as a full admiral, and therefore 
has seniority over Skrydloff and Ro- 
Jestvensky, commanders of the first 
and second Pacific squadrons. 


Operations at Mukden. 


Mukden, Dec. 30.—Cossacks brought 


in the body of Captain Teildoff. a 
noted scout, who was killed in an at- 
tack on the village of Tifanty. There 
was a sharp skirmish on Dec. 28 at 
Sinchinpu. 
A concealed mortar bat- 


tery inside the Russian lines opened 
on the Japanese position, driving out 
a number of the Japanese, who sought 
refuge among the trees and bushes. 
A shell exploded a Japanese mine in 
front of the trenches, inflicting con- 
siderable damage.
